Born in 1925 and raised in the St-Henri district, he began his musical studies at the age of five and was 
performing on national radio by the age of 14, the beginning of a musical career that has spanned the globe 
and continues unabated to this day. In addition to his immeasurable musical achievements, Oscar Peterson is 
the recipient of 13 honorary doctorates, the Governor General of Canada's Performing Arts Award, a lifetime 
achievement Grammy award, and is a Companion of the Order of Canada. 


He also received an honourary doctorate (LLD) from Concordia University in June 1979, and was the 
recipient of the Loyola Medal in 1997, the University's highest award. 


Following the naming of the Oscar Peterson Concert Hall, he will travel to Tokyo to accept a lifetime 
achievement award from the Japan Art Association. 


The Oscar Peterson Concert Hall is a facility of Concordia University's Faculty of Fine Arts designed for use 
as a multi-purpose performing arts venue, predominately by the Department of Music.
